THE UNIVERSAL WOMAN. 


Mrs. Harriet Fisher Andrew, a Representative American Woman, Who 
Fille Many Roles and Ali With Equal Grace—A Successful 
Manufacturer, a Superb Busines Woman and a 
Hostess of International Fame. 


ASHINGTON, Sept. 

United States has become a prov- 

erb among nations because of 
the many-sided characteristics of its 
daughters. Mrs. Harriet Fisher An- 
drew, in every sense the representa- 
tive American woman, seems to stand 
prominent in the many roles which 
she fills with such distinction. She 
is, to begin with, the only woman 
member of that powerful ase: ciation 
known throughout “the world as the 
National Association of American 
Manufacturers and she is the acting 
head of the famous Eagle Iron Works, 
inherited from her first husband. She 
is a traveler of renown and her book 
on her auto trip around the world is 
now going through its third English 
edition and has been translated into 
three continental tongues. Mrs. An- 
drew says she always found keen 
delight in doing things which she was 
warned no woman could accomplish 
successfully. Therefore, when she was 
told that no woman could in safety 
make an auto trip around the world 
and drive her own car, she immedi- 
ately ‘made plans for the attempt. It 
was pre-eminently successful and her 
account of it in breezy sprightly style 
shows that added to business acumen, 
this rémarkable woman could have 
made a good income with her pen. 
Then she is a musician of more than 
average talent and to hear her ac- 
company her husband, Lieut. Andrew, 
of the Argentina navy, when he sings 
liquid Spanish rondeaus to the zither 
or the mandolin is to experience a 
genuine treat. As a hostess Mrs. An- 
drew ranks with the grand dames of 
Italy and all Europe, and many times 
has royalty partaken of her hosplital- 
ity at the exquisite Ville Cariotta on 
Lake Como. Last of all, Miss Har- 
riet Fisher, as she was then, is pre- 
sumably the prototype of Margaret 
Delano’s powerful story, “The Iron 
Woman,” though a more complete 
contrast between the weman of fic- 
tion and the gracious, accomplished 
chatelaine of Villa Carlotta would be 
difficult to imagine. 

At the present juncture of time a 
peculiar interest attaches to Mrs. An- 
drew, for she is the only woman man- 
ufacturer of anvils used on battle- 
ships and naturally this has been a 
busy summer.

. BATTLE IN SERVIA. 
AUSTRIAN LOSS CLAIMED. 

A great battle was fought Septem- 
ber 8 and 9 on the whole of the 
northwestern frontier of Servia. The 
Austrians, who were trying to invade 
the country at different points, were 
everywhere repulsed and suffered 
heavy casualties. It is estimated they 
lost more than 10,000 in dead or 
wounded. The military authorities 
consider the victory a decisive one. 

The success of the Servian army is 
paid to have been due to the precise 
artillery fire and the quick maneuver- 
ing of the Servians, and especially to 
their brilliant bayonet charges, which, 
it is stated, the Austrians nowhere 
could resist. The Auretrians are said 
to have directed machine gun fire 
against their own troops in order to 
prevent their retreat. 

In Northern Servia the offensive by 
the Servians is said to be progressing 
successfully. 


Compiegne has not been damaged 
and the forest of Compiegne was not 
burned. The allies burned a quantity 
of petrol to prevent it from falling 
into the hands of the enemy, and the 
heavy black smoke there made the 
people believe the forest was on fire.

BATTLE ON THE OURCQ. 
HOW THE GERMANS FLED. 
A Lendon Times correspondent who 
wires from five miles south of Provins 
in the Department of Seine-et-Marne 


“Monday saw a tremendous encoun- 
ter on the Ourcg. In one village which 
the Germans hurriedly vacated, the 
French in a large house found a din- 
ner table beautifully set with candles 
still burning on the table where evi- 
dently the German staff had been din- 
ing. A woman occupant said they fled 
precipitately. ye 

“There was a great deal of hand-to- 
hand fighting and bayonet work on 
the Oureg which resulted in the 
Madgeburg regiment beating a retreat. 
On Monday night General von Kluck’s 
arm’? had been thrown back from the 
Marne and from the Morin and to the 
region of the Sezanne and his posi- 
tion was serious. Immediate steps 
were necessary to save his line of com- 
munications and retreat. To this end 
reinforcements were hurried north to 
the Meaux district and to Oureq and 
tremendous efforts made to break up 


“The second attempt on the Ourcq 
shared the fate of the first. Though 
all Monday night and well on into 
Tuesday the great German guns 
boomed along this river, the resistance 
of the allies could not be broken. 
While the Ouroq was being held the 
struggle of Sezanne was bearing splen- 
did fruit. The German resistance on 
this Thursday morning was broken. I 
heard the news in two ways. The 
German guns were silent and from 
the wounded who poured down to the 
bases. — 


The wounded men were no longer 
downhearted but eager to rejoin the 
fray. On every French lip was the 
exclamation that ‘they are in full re- 
treat’ and ‘they are rushing back 
home” and in the same breath came 
generous recognition of the great help 
by the British army. 

“I am convinced that the full ex- 
tent of this rout is not yet appreci- 
ated in England. It was of a truly 
terriffic character and such a blow 


| will not fail to have a lasting effect. 


The number of wounded entailed 
colossal transportation work. I my- 
self counted fifteen trains in eight 
hours, a fine, grim set of men, ter- 
ribly weary, but very amiable except 
the officers. The enemy crossed the 
Marne on the return journey north 
under great difficulties and beneath 
a withering fire from the British 
troops who pursued them hotly. The 
German artillery operated from a 
height, there was again much hand- 
to-hand fighting and the river was 
swollen with dead. 

“On Tuesday night the British were 
in possession of La Ferte Sous Jouarre 
and Chateau Thierry and the Ger- 
mans had fallen back 40 miles, leav- 
ing a long train of spoils behind them. 

“On the same day, in the neighbor- 
hood of Vitry-le-Francois, the French 
troops 
Incidentally they drove back the fam- 
ous Imperial guard of Germany from 
Sezanne towards the swamps of Saint 
Gond, where, a century ago Napoleon 
achieved one of his last successes. 
The main body of the guard passed to 
the north of the swamps but I heard 
of men and horses engulfed and des- 
troyed. It is our revenge for 1814, 
the French officers said, if only the 
emperor were here to see. . 

“On Wednesday the English army 
continued the pursuit towards the 
north, taking guns and prisoners. 

“On that day I found myself in a 
new France. The good news had 
spread. Girls threw flowers at the 
passing soldiers and joy was mani- 
fested everywnere. 

The incidents of Wednesday will 
astound the world when made known 
in full. I know that two German de- 
tachments of 1,000 men each which 
were surrounded and cornered, but 
which refused to surrender, were 
wiped out almost to the last man. 
The keynote of these operations was 
the tremendous attack of the allies 
along the Ourcq on Tuesday, which 
showed the German commander that 


the crowning stroke. . 

“The army of the Ourcg and of the 
Meaux and the army of Sezanne drew 
together like the blades of a pair of 
shears, the pivot of which was in 
the region of the Grand Morin. The 
German retreat was thus forced to- 
ward the east and it speedily became 
a rout.

FATE OF RESERVISTS. 
HELD AT GIBRALTAR. 

Forty-six German and Austrian re- 


servists bound from, New York to 
their native lands by way of Genoa 
were taken from the Italian steamer 
America by British authorities at Gi- 
braltar on August 24, under highly 
dramatic circumstances. 

The America was boarded at sea at 
3 o’clock in the morning by officers 
of a British cruiser, 150 miles out, 
and the captain, Gaspar Fileti, was di- 
rected to put in at Gibraltar. 

The Britisher appeared suddenly 
out of the darkness and sent a shot 
across the bows of the America. As 
the steamer stopped her engines the 
hundreds of first and second-class 
passengers hurried on deck in all 
sorts of attire. The 2000 steerage 
passengers scrambled for points of 
vantage on the lower decks. A blind- 
ing searchlight, seemingly hung in 
the heavens, slid along the length of 
the steamer as the cruiser. circled 
about her 100 yards away. The Ger- 
man and Austrian contingent among 
the passengers, which had been specu- 


Gibraltar safely, hurried about the 
+ decks, talking excitedly and following 
the movements of the ghostly craft. 

At length, apparently satisfied as to 
the identity of the Italian, the search- 
light was turned out and the outlines 
of the cruiser stood out blackly 
against the sky.

HOW EUROPE 
GOES TO WAR. 


Writer in “World's Work” 
Explains Many Details. 


Gives Organization or Army 
as Usually Arranged, 


Germany’s System Examined 


— 


Under the caption “The Armies of 
Europe,” Frederic Louis Huidekoper 
hag many interesting things to say in 
the World's Work manual of the great 


Euro war. His article will be 
helpful to Americans who have not 
made a specialty of military matters 
to understand the dispatches from the 
scene of war. He says: 

Army affairs are administered by a 
council presided over by the Minister 
of War, which includes certain high 
military officers charged with duties 
necessary to the proper management 
of land forces. One of these is the 
chief of the general staff, who is near- 


had ly always the commander-in-chief in 


of war. The general staff pre- 
pares all plans of war, sees to the 
proper co-ordination of the various 
branches of the service, and superin- 
tends the execution of the plans de- 
termined upon. There are two kinds 
of troops, mobile, and fixed, e., sta- 
tioned in fortifications. The mobile 
troops are of two sorts, those of the 
line, Le., the fighting men, which in- 
clude the infantry, cavalry and artil- 
lery, and those of the staff. Broadly 
speaking, the infantry is organized as 
follows: 

ORGANIZATION OF AN ARMY. 

INFANTRY. 

A squad is eight men under the 
command of a corporal. 

A section is sixteen men under the 
command of a sergeant. 

A platoon is from fifty to seventy- 
Ave men under a lieutenant. 

A company is three platoons, 200 
to 250 men, under a captain. 

A battalion is four or more com- 
panies under a major. 

A regiment is three or more bat- 
talions under a colonel, or a lleuten- 
ant-colonel. 

A brigade is two or three regiments 
under a brigadier-general. 

A division is two or more brigades 
under a major-general. 

An army corps is two or more 
brigades, supplemented by cavalry, ar- 
tillery, engineers, etc., under a major- 
general or lieutenant-general. 

CAVALRY. 


A section is eight men under a cor-

under a lieutenant, or junior captain. 

A troop is three to four platoons, 
125 to 150 men, under a captain.

A battery ts 180 to 180 men, with 
four to six guns (eight in the Russian 
army) under a captain.

tary matters than Germany. 

To understand ‘the efficiency of Eu- 
ropean soldiers and the never-ceas- 
ing preparation for war, let us ex- 
amine the systems of the leading con- 
tinental powers, beginning with the 
one which has the greatest reputation. 

GERMANY. 

The German army on a peace foot- 
ing consists of 31,459 officers and 768,- 
540 men, military service being — 
pulsory and universal with certain 
exemptions. Liability to service 
(Wehrpflicht) begins at the age of 
17 and ends at 45; actual service 
(Heerpflicht) commences at 20. With 
the active army the term of service 
is seven years, two in the ranks and 
five in the reserve for the infantry, 
five in the ranks and four in the re- 
serve for the cavalry and horse artil- 
lery. The soldier is permanently at- 
tached to some corps, and during his 
reserve service is twice summoned for 
training with it for a period limited 
by law to eight weeks, but in actual 
Practice rarely six weeks and more 
usually a month. From the active re- 
serve the soldier passes into the 
Landwehr or second line army, com- 
posed of two “bans,” the first of five 
years for the infantry and three for 
the cavalry and horse artillery; the 
second “ban” of six to seven years, 
or eight and nine, for the cavalry and 
horse artillery. During the first ban 
there are two periods of training of 
eight to fourteen days each, in the 
second none, while the Landwehr 
cavalry is exempted altogether. The 
final reserve is the Landsturm—a 
force purely for home defense—in 
which the men remain until they 
have reached the age of 45; in other 
words, abowt six years. The Land- 
sturm is composed of two “bans,” the 
first comprising all men between 17 
and 39-who for any reason have re- 
celved no military training; the sec- 
ond includes all men, trained or un- 
trained, between the ages of 39 and 
45. The German army admits as vol- 
unteers for one year only well-edu- 
cated young men who pay their own 
expenses and who serve to supply all 
the reserve and Landwehr officers. 
There are also a considerable number 
of reserve troops intermediate be- 
tween the active army and the Land- 
wehr, and a supplementary (Ersatz) 
reserve of young men of 20 who are 
fit for service, t in excess of the 
required number of annual recruits. 
They are liable for three periods of 
training, one of ten weeks, one of 
six and one of four, stress being laid 
on non-combatant duties, although 
they are also available for depot duty. 
The object of these various reserves 
is. to keep the active regiments up to 
full strength and to replace the enor- 
mous wastage in men that invariably 
occurs In war. 

In the organization of the German 
army six battalions form an infantry 
regiment, two regiments a brigade, 
two brigades a division, and two dt- 
visions an army corps. There are ten 
divisions composed of three brigades 
each, and in the event of war it fs 
probable that the other divisions will 
be similarly augmented. Adding the 
necessary auxiliary troops, viz., an ar- 


tillery brigade of twelve batteries 


composed of six guns each—or four 
in the case of the horse batteries—a 
regiment of cavalry of four squadrons, 


jan engineer battalion, sanitary troops, 


etc., a German three-brigade division 
at war strength would number about 
21,000, and an army corpa— to which 
are further attached four batteries of 
howitzers and a battalion of rifles— 
about 43,000 combatants. The cavalry 
division is composed of three brigades 
of two regiments each and two or 
three batteries of horse artillery, a 
total of twenty-four squadrons and 
eight to twelve guns. Twenty-five 
corps constitute the German army, 
whose var strength is (1) active army, 
1,700,000; (2) Landwehr, 1,300,000, 
and (3) Landsturm, 1,000,000, a grand 
total of 4,000,000 men. 

The infantry is armed with the 
Mauser magazine rifle, 1898 model, 
with a caliber of .311 inches and fires 
a “spit ball,” Le., one pointed like a 
pencil. The Mauser has a velocity 
of 2700 foot seconds, a point-blank 
range of about 300 yardg, and has

Moreover, the training instills into the 
men a dependence upon others, espe- 
clally the officers and non-commis- 
sioned officers, which tends to rob 
them of all initiative, and the most 
casual observer cannot fail to remark 
upon the difficulty of the leaders to 
make their men take and keep open 
order in skirmishes and attacks, quite 
in contrast to the French, English and 
Americans. The loss of life must 
necessarily be out of all proportion 
to the results achieved, as was the 
case when the Prussian Guard at- 
tacked the village of St. Privat on Au- 
gust 18, 1870, and suffered a loss of 
30 per cent. in twenty minutes.

CHINA CHANGES 


POLICE SYSTEM.| 


Budget Is Divided to Suit 
Varying Requirements. 


Equitable Taxation Supplants| 


“Squeeze” Methods. 


Grafting Officials Punished 
Swiftly and Surely. 


[SPECIAL FOREIGN CORRESPONDENCE.) 

PEKING, Aug. 4.—The Minister of 
the Interior, Chu Chi-chin, ‘has de- 
cided to divide the police budget into 
three classes, the first to be subdi- 
vided into “A” and B.“ The budget 
provides that class IA shall receive 
annually $1,000,000; class IB, 3780, 
000, the second class, $750,000, and 
the third, $450,000. 

Chihli is classified as IA; Szechuan, 
Hupeh, Kuangtung, and Kiangsu as 
class IB; Fengtien, Honan, Shantung, 
Shansi. Chekiang, Fukien, Yunnan, 
Hunan, and Anhui, second-class; 
Kiangsi, Shensi, Kueichow, Kuangsi, 
Chilin, Heilungkiang, Kansu, and 
Chinese Turkestan in the third-class. 

The result of this policy is to 
standardize the police system of the 
provinces, and the budgets were made 
up only after the most careful esti- 
mate of the resources of the tax- 
payers and the protection required 
had been tabulated. 

The government officers in charge 
of police administration realize that 
there are possibilities of disorder and 
unforeseen exigencies likely to arise 
that may require a greater expendi- 
ture in certain isolated sections than 
the budget provides, but at the same 
time they hold that the general mili- 
tary forces of the government and 
the appropriation of other funds will 
be possible under the law when ex- 
traordinary conditions demand it. The 
point, however, which best pleases 
the administration and provincial offi- 
cials as well is the standardization of 
the system of taxation for police pro- 
tection, and the appropriation of the 
fund in a manner to avoid discrimi 


nation. 

Shihli, with its teeming millions 
and vast acreage of cultivated lands, 
must naturally pay a greater amount 
of taxes than the thinly populated 
provinces located in the mountain 
ranges to the west.

Hidden Away Amid Mountains, One of the Most Fer- 
tile Districts in California H as Long Been Overlooked. 
County Seat Furnished With Hot Water Supply by

YHEN Monto Lake and Mono Val- 
ley lands were first mentioned to 


me I thought them too far re- 


moved from Los Angeles and Southern 
California to justify inspection and in- 
vestigation. 

That was about six weeks ago. 

Now I want to say that I have a 
different view of the matter, for last 
week I took a trip into Mono county 
and was thus afforded an opportunity 
to learn many things about that sec- 
tion of our wonderful State that I did 
not know before — things that may 
also greatly interest others. 
DO YOU KNOW MONO COUNTY? 

I'll wager a hat that you don’t know 
where Mono county is. 


I didn’t myself until I was ready 
to start. It lies just east of the Yo- 
semite Valley and adjoins Inyo county 
on the north. The Southern Pacific 
takes you there. The oldest inhab- 
itants of the county have lived there 
g half a century, more or less, and, 
until a year or two ago, there weren't 
any others there. Bridgeport—a town 
of about 300 population—is the coun- 
ty seat. Mining and cattle raising 
are the historic occupations, and they 
have thrived at the hands of the rich 
and the few. ; 

In the last year or two, however, 
new settlers have begun to surge into 
the rich valleys and fertile plains in 
large numbers. 

The rancher has arrived with plow 
and harvester and taken on 
of great portions of the public do- 
main that heretofore have been given 
over exclusively to cattle ranges. Nat- 
urally, the cattlemen are not very well 
pleased, and the march of progress 
and the ingress of population bring 
pricks they find it hard not to kick 
against.

THE UNITED STATES RBADY. 
“Right here at home basic condi- 
tlons have not been so promising for 
many years. We are 
in bumper cropy that 
higher than ordinary prices. Lately 
merchandising and production in the 
United States have been on a hand- 
to-mouth basis. There are no large 
stocks on the shelves or over-supplies 
in the storerooms. This insures steady 
domestic buying, which in turn guar- 
antees an important basic demand as 
foundation to the new demands 
from abroad. 
“In forecasting the effect of the 
European war on American business, 
the average business man is con- 


-cerned only with its possible reaction 


on constructive business activities. As 
a rule he does not know, nor does he 
need greatly to consider, how specu- 
lative enterprises will be influenced. 
It is from the standpoint of this av- 
erage business man who buys and 
sella goods that 1 ak—the man 
who makes commodities and puts 
them on the market. 

There is space here for only ex- 
cerpts from the long list of goods we 
might just as well make here and 
stop paying Europe for them, Six 
million dollare in olive oll, thread 
worth four millions, wire valued an- 
other six millions, and an item of two 
million dollars for buttons—-these are 
typical. We even imported half a 
million dollars’ worth of lead pencils 
in 1913. Every one of these items 
represents a harvest for American 
business. Within a week of the out- 
break of the war, John Wanamaker 
had an advertisement in the New 
York papers, stating that he was al- 
ready arranging with American man- 
ufacturers to supply him with the 
goods cut off from importation. 

SOME INDUSTRIES NEEDED. 


“American women buy every year 
eight million dollars’ worth of gloves 
made abroad. The German and 
French factories are now deserted. 
We cannot duplicate their products, 
but we can offer an 8 
substitute — ilk gioves of double 
thickness. American manufacturers 
are already offering such substitutes. 
Now that we are forced to secure 
supplies, we may find that it is not, 
after all, necessary to go beyond our 
own territory. Take potash as an 
example. It is one of the three es- 
sential plant foods used in the min- 
eral fertilizers which we are depend- 
ing upon to a greater degree each 
year. We have looked, together with 
the rest of the world, to Germany for 
our potash salts. Now this supply is 
cut of. But in California, in a 
government reserve, there are thous- 
ands upon thousands of tons of pot- 
ash. A bill is now before Congress 
that will, when passed, make this sup- 
ply available. 

“Manganese, so important to the 
steel industry, usually comes from 
Russia. There is a vast quantity of 
manganese available in this country. 
It ia of an inferior quality, but the 
necessary purifying processes are 
available. There are plenty of flint 

bbles in thie country, but we have 

n buying them from England, 
France and Belgium. Antimony, the 
price of which has soared because it 
ig smelted abroad, can be extracted 
from low-grade ores found here in 
seven States. 

“Poasibly the same trait in human 
nature that entices many to buy from 
the mall order houses when the local 
dealer ig stocked, has led us to send 
to Europe for goods in order to en- 
joy the excitement of ting some-

meant more to us than it should by 
righte—surely a good many of us who 
have acquired the habit of touring 
Europe in the summer will now find 
the scenery reached by our own rail- 
roads surprisingly attractive.

“How are we situated to supply the 
heightened demand whicn will fol- 
low the closing down et our foreign 
competitors plants?’ First of all, 
some people have said we are not 
going to reap the ;eward of European 
war time prices or foodstuffs be- 
catige there are nut wm American 
bottoms. Now if these pecple think 
long enough, they will find that it is 
immaterial whether we ship our bum- 
per crops to Europe or whether we 
them here. 

“Tt ia true that if we can get them 
abroad they will bring fancy prices. 
But if we cannot do so and keep them 
here, they wil] sell at normal prices 
and help to keep down the high cost 
of living. And a strong demand with 
reasonable fcod prices forms an eco- 
nomic ideal. It ts much more ad- 
vantageols, in other words, to use 
the products of ovr seil to feed men 
busy making things than it is to sell 
the foodstufis and stop at that. Per- 
haps, on the whole, it would be bet- 
ter % our crops dc not rt too 
freely, The temporary inhibitions 
that now retard shipments may be 
more to our advantage than to our 
disadvantage, 

“But already the English govern- 
ment has’ offered to assume war risk 
insurance and in that way restore for- 
eign commerce. Since Germany and 
Austria have leas than 10 per cent. of 
the world’s tonnage, it is apparent 
that this one move will practically 
suffice to give our products sufficient 
carrying space. The German Aus- 
trian steamship lines normally using 
our eastern ports are but 18 per cent. 
of the total tonnage handled at these 
cities. 


INDUSTRY WAS SLACK—NOW—! 


“The situation in American fac- 
tories and offices is somewhat sim-

roa Equipment has been allowed 
to run down because demand siack- 
ened.

The New York State Railway (eclec- 
tric) operating in Utica, Schenectady. 
Albany, Troy and other cities, has, by 
arbitration, settled the wages dispute 
with its employees. A sliding scale 

been adopted, as follows: 

For new employees, 24 cents an 
hour for the first year; 26 cents for 
the second; 28 cents for the third, and 
29 cents for the fourth. 

The men are getting 27 cents an 
hour and asked for 35 cents an hour. 
General Manager Hamilton has of- 
fered to give all the men who have 
served four years or more, 29 cents 
an hour, with 28 cents an hour for 
men who have not served four years.

The best course for you tc obtain 
gold from aqua regia solution is to 
drive off the nitric acid by heat from 
the solution; when the solution is 
somewhat cooled use distilled water 
solution of ferrous sulphate (green- 
colcred crystals) otherwise known as 
“copperas.” This iron solution will 
throw down (precipitate) metal- 
lic gold in a fine state of subdivision 
and of a brown color. This gold so- 
lution with the ferrous sulphate so- 
lution reagent will remain of a blue 
colcr (by transmitted light) so long 
as any fine gold remains in suspen-

REDDING, Sept. 18.—A deposit of 
manganese ore, said to be the most 
important ever found in California, 
was located last week near Heroult, 
a station on the Southern Pacific 
Rallroad and the site of the electric 
iron smelter of the Noble Electric 
Steel Company. The ledge is twenty 
feet wide at point of intersection and 
has been traced on the surface for a 
distance of 400 feet. Samples of the 
material show high-grade values, and 
the development of the deposit Win 
be immediately started with a large 
force. The strike was made by T. P. 
Peterson on land owned by him and 
Dr. 8. T. White and 8. D. Furber of 
Redding. 

The Noble Electric Steel Company 
recently made a series of tests with 
Manganese ore discovered about four 
miles from the iron smelter, and has 
decided to undertake the extensive 
production of ferro-manganese, an al- 
loy universally employed in the man- 
ufacture of all grades of steel. Amer- 
ican manufacturers were paying $38 
per ton for ferro-manganese prior to 
the outbreak of the European war 
and were drawing practically all their 
supplies from England and Germany. 
A short time after the price jumped 
to $100 per ton, and $126 to $150 per 
ton is now quoted. The Noble Elec- 
tric people are about to put No. 1 
furnace in commission, which will

Samples and Test. 

SAN DIEGO, Aug. 28-—Q.: By 
combining two acids to make aqua 
regia, can gold be dissolved out of 
the rock this way, and is gold thrown 
down by sulphate of iron?

PROLIFIC CONTRIBUTOR. 

In addition to the daily poe n 
achievement that has never’ been 
equaled by another modern writer, 
it is bellieved——Mason contributes a 
weekly column of literary and book 
ecriticiem to the Kansas City Star; at 
least one poem a week to Judge; an- 
other one a month for the Smart Set 
e: a column of humorous 
prose for a big Chicago daily, and 
besides all this, he finds time to write 
numerous short stories for various 
magazines, particularly those with a 
“bucolic” circulation. 

Some time ago, during a lucid in- 
terval, he took heed of the constant 
advice poured into his ears, and de- 
cided to sever active connection with 
Mr. White’s paper. At the present 
time, therefore, he is ensconced in a 
little office in his home, in which he 
continues to grind*out gems of verse 
and humor for a waiting world. He 
seldom takes a vacation. 

Not long ago he consented to give 
out some figures as to his earnings 
with his typewriter. Boiled down, they 
indicate that he is clearing a little 
lees than a thousand dollars a month 
—which is some income, even for a 
modern poet. And he gets the most 
of it through his insatiable appetite 
for work. 

It ie practically impossible to con- 
vince the people of Emporia that 
Walt Mason is a national celebrity. 

“Walt famous? they will say. 
“BShucks! Why, he’s as common as an 
old shoe.” 

Which is liter e true. There is 
no more unassuming ‘ndividual in the 
world than this qu. moon-faced, 
bull-necked little man who sometimes 
may be seen waddling on the streets 
of. his little city. Well over the half- 
century mark—Walt will soon be 57 
years old—he has the age 
when fastidiousness in dress means 
anything to him. He wears the same 
old straw hat year after year—train- 
Stained and ragged of rim—utterly 
refusing to heed the entreaties of his 
wife to get, a new one. Trousers of 
one color, a coat of another, and a 
vest matching neither, adorn his in- 
elegant person. Walt was never 
known to possess a whole suit of one 
pattern, since the day of prosperity 
began to dawn for him. He is not 
intolerant of the careful dresser, by 
any means; he simply hasn't time” 
for such foolishness. 

UNSPOILED BY SUCCESS. 

His history is one that should in- 
spire the strugsler for recognition. 
For many years, or ever since he 
reached his 19th birthday, he tried 
for literary supremacy—and  suc- 
ceeded in achieving only the distine- 
tion of keeping out of the poorhouse. 
In Atchison, Kan., the home of Ed 
Howe, he worked for years of the 
moribund Champion, a down-ut-the 
heels, proverbially unsuccessful coun- 


try reporter. 

“About all I can say for Walt Ma- 
son is that he had the awfullest ap- 
petite for fried onions I ever heard 
of—and carried his breath right 
around with him, too,“ is the way one 
citizen of that town recently charac- 
terized him. | 

No, has not spoiled Walt 
Mason. oney means nothing to him 
now, for his needs are few and his 
tastes unbelievably simple. He works 
for the pure love of accomplishment 
—nothing else. 

“I reckon I've put in a few licks,

And as I left the author of “Little 
Sunshine,” “The Litth Green Tents,” 
and a thousand other symphonies in 
exquisite rhyme, I envied him his love 
for labor.

This problem of anchoring the busi- 
ness center within something approxi- 
mating rational limits is more than a 
question to be fought out by business 
competitors and downtown property 
owners. Vital as is the necessity for 
Stabilizing values and giving a great- 
er security against manipulators and 
schemers to investments generally, 
there is still another aspect to the sit- 
uation of considerable concern to the 
public at large. This has to do with 
the likely effect of the unrestrained 
and haphazard development, such as 
has marked the growth of the busi- 
ness district in the past, upon the very 
plan of the city. If the characteris- 
tically Los Angeles plan of growth 
were to have continued indefinitely, as 
it might have done but for the calling 
of a halt by the Business Stability As- 
sociation and thoughtful property- 
owners generally, this city would in 
the years to come have eventually 
boasted the most crazily and incon- 
veniently-arranged shopping district 
in the United States. All hope of a 
symmetrical downtown skyline, such 
ag every city with a bit of pride in 
appearances covets, would have van- 
ished and endlessly strunc-out, reag- 
gedly-improved streets would have be- 
come the regular order of things. 

Los Angeles as a whole, and not the 
owners of property in the established 
business district only, should see more 
clearly the absolutely vital need for 
proper communication between the 
shopping district and all other parts 
of the city. If the public at large 
realized more fully how impossible a 
thoroughly logical development was 
without this complete ease of access 
to and from the business center, the 
demand for tunnels or open cuts 
through Bunker Hill would become 
universal and clamorous.

The proprietors of the “Ville,”

ALL DOCUMENTS. 


One of the most attractive and sub- 
stantial improvements of the year in 
the fowntown district is the structure 
now being erected by Mr. and Mrs. J. 
F. Hosfleld of Monrovia, at Nos. 242- 
246 South Broadway, immediately ad- 
joining the City Hall on the south. 
The building, which was planned by 
the architectural firm of Train and 
Williams, is about half completed, 
The Barber-Bradley Construction 
Company has the contract. 

The Hosfield building, as it will be 
known, occupies a ground area of 
60x160 feet and is to be five stories 
in height. It will be of reinforced 
concrete construction and absolutely 
fireproof. The city has leased the 
four upper floors for a term of three 
years and expects to house in the 
building a number of departments for 
which the municipality has deen 
renting space in widely separated of- 
fice blocks, as well as some of the 
overcrowded departments in the pres- 
ent City Hall. The first story of the 
building is to be used for stores. 

The front of the structure is to be 
faced with tapestry brick, the trim 
being of terra cotta and tile and the 
cornice of galvanized iron. The en- 
trance will be protected by a wrought- 
iron marquise. The interior will be 
attractively finished, the walls and 
fioors being tiled and the doors and 
other woodwork being of mahogany 
and birch. The large glass area of 
the windows, together with the gen- 
erous court space, will afford plenty 


of light. The equipment will be 
thoroughly modern. ; 
Special provision is made in the 


building for fireproof vault space, 
owing to the fact that countless price- 
less documents now kept in the City 
Hall are in constant danger. These 
documents will be transferred to the 
Hosfield building at the earliest pos- 
sible moment.

HUNTINGTON LAKE. 


About five miles above Cascada, at 
an elevation of 7000 feet, lies the big 
basin of the power project, a body of 
water five miles in length, and from 
a mile to a mile and a half in width. 
This body of water, christened Hunt- 
ington Lake, in honor of H. E. Hunt- 
ington, whose enterprise and daring 
made the great project possible, is 
held in place by three enormous ma- 
sonry dams, which probably rival ary- 
thing else of their kind in California. 
The largest dam, No. 1, which its 
thrown -across Big Creek Canyon, is 
965 feet in length, the masonry at the 
base being seventy feet in thickness, 
while at the top it has a thickness of 
ten feet. The water just back of the 
dam is 120 feet deep. 

At this dam is the intake for the 
water which operates the turbines in 
the powerhouse at Cascada, 2000 feet 
below, these turbines impelling the 
immense dynamos that generate elec-
